Very Existence of Under- 
sea Boats Will Be Vigor- 
ously Challenged = by 
Three Powers. 


WOMEN TO PRESENT 
PETITIONS TODAY 


Delegates Heed Urgings 
To Speed Work and 
Labor From Morning 
Until Night. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—(4)—Whipped 
into action by the heads of the Amer- 
rean, British and French delegations, 
the naval conference tonight decided 
to hold a public nlenary session Tues- 
day morning that will challenge the 
very right to existence of submarines. 

With navy tonnage systems, battle- 
ships and cruisers already under dis- 
cussion, the conference thus by next 
week will extend its work over the 
whole range of war craft. 

Great Britain, supported by the 
United States, will seek total aboli- 
tion of submarines. Ranged against 
these powers will be France and 
Japan, champions of undersea craf: as 
“the poor man’s battle ship.” 

France will likely counter the, 
Anglo-American stand with new texts 
for a treaty humanizing submarine 
warfare, the essence of which is the 
proposed banning of their use against 
merchantmen, food ships and other 
non-combatants. 

Mainly Academic. 

Tuesday’s discussion, which will be 
mainly academic, placing each of the 
five powers on record regarding sub- 
marines, will turn the problem over 
to a conference committee for definite 
action. 

The American and British delega- 
tions scarcely hope to abolish sub- 
marines at this conference, but they 


will set themselves to driving for the |

OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. ee | 
W. Oscar Gordon, who Monday re- 
signed as assistant attorney-general 
of Oklahoma, late today was charged 
with extortion after witnesses had tes- 
tified in the Pottawatomie county liq- 
nor conspiracy trial in federal court 


here that they had paid Gordon a to- 
tal of $2,500 to escape prosecution 
in connection with thefr activities in 
the widespread conspiracy. 

Soon after the government rested 
its case in the trial of the 26 per- 
sons, including Randall Pitman, coun- 
ty attorney, and Frank Fox, former 
sheriff, the complaint against Gordon 
was filed by Roy St. Lewis, United 
States district attorney. A warrant 
for the former state official’s arrest 
was placed in the hands of the Unit- 
ed States marshal. 

Gordon resigned his state office 
after Homer Knappenberger, former 
mayor of Earlisboro, and Clarence 
Burdette, former FEarlsboro chief of 
police, had testified they paid the state 
official a total of $2,: to escape 
prosecution in connection with opera- 
tion of an alleged “liquor line.” Gor- 
fon had conducted an investigation of 
conditions at Earlsboro at the request 
of Henry S. Johnston, then governor. 
Knappenberger and Burdette resigned 
their city offices as a result of the 
investigation.

GULLEGE FACULTY 
SPLIT ON RELIGION 


“Ousting” of Professor at | 
PresbyterianCollegePre- 
cipitates Open Break. 


HASTINGS, -Neb., Feb. 5.—(2)— 
Announcement today by Dr. W. KE. 
Uphaus that he is resigning as head 
of the religious education department 
of Hastings college, «a Presbyterian 
institution, and expects to leave Fri- 
day to enter Yale divinity school, has 
resulted'in an open break between col- 
lege authorities and some of the fac- 
ulty members over the question of re- 
ligious teachings. 

Dr. Uphaus said his resignation was 
in response to a request by Presi- 
dent Calvin H. French and the board 
of trustees who told him his teachings 
were “extremely liberal and even rad- 
ical” and not acceptable to the school. 

When the differences between Dr. 
Uphaus and the school authorities be- 
came known today, six other faculty 
members announced they were in sym- 
pathy with Dr. Uphaus and sent pro- 
tests to the authorities for what they 
termed a dismissal of Dr. Uphaus be- 
cause of his religious views and teach- 
ings. They said his dismissal was 
“unfair” since Dr. Uphaus had made 
known his liberal views before join- 
ing the faculty last fall. 

Dr. Forest Witcraft, head of the 
sociology department, and Professor 
Joseph Baccus, of the public speak- 
ing department, announced they would 
resign at the close of the school year 
if the authorities maintained their 
present attitude. They said that oth- 
er faculty members have _ indicated 
they will do likewise. 

In the absence of Dr. French, A. 
H. Jones, president of the board of 
trustees, issued a statement saying 
Dr. Uphaus had not been dismissed, 
that -he had resigned voluntarily, but 
that he had been warned that if he 
continued to teach his doctrines, his 
tenure with the college. would be tein- 
porary. :

TAFT IS REPORTED 
AS RESTING EASILY 
WEDNESDAY Nia 


Former President, on Sick 

Bed, Is Visited During 
Day by President and 
Mrs. Hoover. 


WASHINGTON, Feb.  5.—(#)— 
Former Chief Justice Taft was said 
tonight at 10:55 by Dr. Francis Hag- 
ner, one of his attending physicians, 
to be resting comfortably. 

Displaying recuperative powers 
which surprised even his doctors, Mr. 
Taft was able today to receive his 
friend, President Hoover. 

The chief executive and the broken 
man who once held the presidency 
and only a few days ago relinquished 
the office of chief justice of the 
United States, were together only a 
few minutes. There was a lingering 


handclasp as they parted. 

Mr. Taft, for whose ultimate re- 
covery physicians have little hope, was 
sitting up and cheerful when the presi- 
dent called. Mr. Hoover took his 
band and greeted him with a smile 
and an expression of gratification that 


he was feeling better. 
Hands Clasped. 

The former president smiled and 
feebly expressed his pleasure at the 
visit, the first the two had had since 
before Mr. Taft entered a_ hospital 
here early last month for treatmen 
and later left for Asheville, N. C., 
for three weeks of rest. 

The president remained in the room 
for only a little while, exchanging 4 
few words with the sick man. As he 
took his departure he again clasped 
Mr. Taft’s right hand, holding it a 
little longer than would be customary 
in the ease of an ordinary handshake. 

Accompanied only by Mrs. Hoover 
afid secret service men, Mr. Hoover 
dzove to the Taft home on Wyoming 
avenu: late in the afternoon. He re- 
mained for about a quarter of an 
hour. The visit was taken at the in- 
vitation of Mrs. Taft, extended dur- 
ing the forenoon after the physicians 
had found their patient to be in bet- 
ter condition than they had hoped for. 


Meets Doctors. 


Mrs. Taft greeted 
and Mrs. Hoover and introduced them 
to the doctors, Francis R. Hagner and 
Thomas A. Claytor, who had arrived 
earlier to prepare their patient for the 
coming of the chief executive. 

The doctors and Mr. Taft's secre- 
tary accompanied Mr. and Mrs. Hoo- 
yer to the sick room. Mrs. Hoover 
soon joined Mrs. Taft in a room near- 
by. The president met them there 
later and expressed to Mrs. Taft his 
hope that the former chief justice 
would continue to show improvement. 

A small police detail was at the 
Taft home, a three-story red. brick 
structure located in a large plot on 
a corner. Only a few persons beside 
photographers and newspapermen 
were gathered nearby during the visit, 
and the photographers were instructed 


that there would be no pictures of the 


visit. 
Long intimate friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. Taft, the president and Mrs. 
Hoover frequently had visited the Taft 
home in the days before they took 
up their residence in the White House. 
The president has valued the friend- 
ship of Mr. Taft and at times leaned 
upon the former chief justice for ad- 
vice and counsel.

Due largely to a healthy increase | 
in tax receipts and adoption of a strict | 
program of economy, Fulton county's) 
financial condition at the end of 1920 | 
was more than $500,000 better otf | 
than at the beginning of the year, for | 
the first time in several years. Cop-| 
ies of the annual audit of the county | 
finances were filed Wednesday with| 
the Fulton commissioners by Respess | 
& Respess, auditors. 

At the end of 1928 auditors’ figures | 
showed thatthe county had expended | 
nearly $1,250,000 more than was re-| 
ceived during the year. The present 
audit showed that 1929 disbursements | 
vouchered were $514,813.06 less than | 
cash receipts from revenue sources. | 

Receipts for Two Years. 

Receipts for 1928 were 
402.50, and for 1929 were 
112.31. Disbursements during 
were $5,264,044.09, and 1929 
bursements were $4,131,299.25. 

While the net improvement in cur: | 
rent funds for 1929 was $376,- | 
979.35, the total increase in surplus, 
for the year was $536,509.89, the! 
audit showed. Receipts from revenue | 
sources increased $563,709.81 over 
1928, while disbursements decreased 
$1,132,744.84. 

The auditers recommended that a 
greater proportion of the county's 
notes be paid in December than was 
the case in 1929, as the cash balance 
would have enabled the county to re- 
tire at least $1,000,000 in notes on 
December 31, 1929, instead of Jann- 


ary 31, 1930, had they been due De- 
cember 31. At 6 per cent interest, | 
$6,000 would have been saved, the au- | 
ditors pointed out. 

Considering. the enormous mileage | 
of paved roads in Fulton county, and 
the fact that there is no bonded debt, 
the county is in excellent condition | 
based on values in improvements, the 
auditors declared. Practfeally the en- | 
tire net decrease in disbursements 
during 1929 was in the publie works 
department and in the classification 
of “other disbursements,” which in- 
cluded the $386,068.68 in 1929 for 
city viaducts, the audit showed. The 
major portion of the decrease in the 
public works department was due to} 
reduction in purchases of construction 
materials,

Comparative figures showed that re- 
ceipts from tax sources’ increased 
$444,575.58 . during 1929 over 1928.

The treasurer’s cash balance on De | 
cember 31, 1928, was $86,046.73. as 
compared with $1,443,841.62 on the 
same date of 1929, the audit showed. 
The total of salaries during 1929 
showed an increase of $6,208.56 over 
the 1928 salaries, the audit revealed. 
The largest increase was $10,821.16 in 
the municipal court, while the largest 
decrease was $26,322.86 in the public 
works depa#tment. A number of de- 
partments showed small increases 
while others showed decreases. 

The auditors recommended _ that 
they be authorized to outline changes 
in the present accounting system of 
all departments. with the idea of co- 
ordinating all departments so far as

Dixie Agricultural Laborers 
Attack Problem From 
Many Angles. 


cae Miss, Feb. 5.—(2)— 


Problems presented by Dixie’s bumper 
cotton crops of the past few seasons 
were attacked from widely divergent 
angles today as the Association of 
Southern Agricultural Workers con- 
vened their thirty-first annual conven- 
tion here for a three-day session. 


Scientists appearing before the con- 
vention pointed the way to wider re- 
jsearch in the uses of cotton as the 
road out of the morass of overproduc- 
tion and the establishment of better 
prices, 

In the afternoon the cotton acreage 
reduction committee of the American 
Cotton Co-operative Association met 
to discuss ways and means of bring- 
ing home the need for reducing the 
prospective planting of the coming 
crop as a solution for the surplus, A 
rift was indicated on the committee 
with the announced resignation of the 
chairmanship of Dr. Tait Butler, of 
Memphis, an ardent advocate of re- 
duction, Members of the committee 
said that Dr. Butler took the position 
that the reduction movement had 
been undertaken perhaps too tardily 
to be effective this season. 

Just prior to the committee meet- 
ing Harry D. Wilson, Louisiana com- 
missioner of agriculture and president 
of the Southern Commissioners of Ag- 
riculture, indicated that he would go 
before the group to sponsor a tariff 
relief measure for cotton and its by- 
products in lieu of the — proposed 
acreage production movement. 

“l am opposed to curtailed pro- 
duction of any American product,” 
Mr. Wilson said. “I list the foreign 
surplus and not American overproduc- 
tion that is causing the trouble. If 
we could get a stiff tariff on jute 
to bring about the use of cotton bag- 
ging we would consume several million 
more bales of cotton every year.”

They were not the 
same when they emerged from it, 
their whole outlook has changed, It 
had diverted them into unknown chran- 
nels by its blasting of illusions and 
destruction of values theretofore con- 
sidered vital and ultimate. We be- 
gin to know from the published se- 
ries what was the life of the average 
infantrist and stretcher-bearer and en- 
gineer in war, From what certain 
enerals have written it is possible to 
orm an idea also how jolly the “brass- 
hats” fared up at headquarters. We 
have had a glimpse of a medical man’s 
reaction in Duhamel’s intensely ear 
nest recital, But the experiences of 
one lot remain shrouded in the dark. 
Not that we imagine it to be ever 
thus. Knowing something of the mon- 
umenta]l nerve of the commissariat 
boys or the army service corps or 
quartermaster outfits, or whatever eu- 
phonious official name you may apply 
to the same gang of brigands, there 
is likely to be one of them one of 
these days to come and make a claim 
upon immortality.

CALIFORNIA DOCTOR COMES

one envisioned him reaching the very 
judicial primacy how assigned to him. 


American in Character and Career. 


Judge Hughes is a Simon-pure 
American in breeding and in his psy- 
chology, training and consecrations. 
He illustrates the. highest type of 
our native intellectuals and patriots. 
As the son of a minister of the Bap- 
tist cult of Christians he obtained an 
early religious character and has 
maintained it with. manifest clarity 
in all his public career, whether in his 
profession or in politics. 


It is here in democratic America 
where, more perhaps than in other 
nations, many of those who become 
most eminent and powerful make their 
way by brains and energy from hum- 
ble starts to the highest stations. It 
has been so with Judge Hughes. 

From a small town in central New 
York state he went to New York 
city in 1884 to practice law. From 
1891 to 1893 he was a professor in 
the Cornell College of Law at Ithaca. 
In 1905-6 he served as special counsel 
to legislative investigating bodies and 
his reeord in the insurance company 
probe made him the eligible candidate 
of the republicans for governor. He 
was elected and served until 1910, 
when he resigned to become, through 
appointment by President Taft, a jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States. He held that high post 
until June, 1916, when he resigned to 
be the candidate of his party for pres- 
ident. He was defeated by Woodrow 
Wilson's second election. 

x om ~ 


Called to Other High Offices. 


Judge Hughes returned to his pri- 
vate law practice and became counsel 
in many cases of great importance. 
In these he rapidly recouped his finan- 
cial fortune and when Warren Hard 
ing had been elected president in 1920 
Judge Hughes was able to accept an 
invitation to become the premier of 
the American government as Secretary 
ot state. 

In that salient station he exhibited 
the poise and skill of an accomplished 
diplomat. He understood the princi- 
ples that guide international relations 
and impressed the chancelleries of 
other nations with the dignity and 
equity with which he associated Amer- 
ican interests with those of their own 
people on terms of friendship and 
comity. 

At the Washington conference of 
1921 on naval armaments Secretary 
Hughes electrified the nations at large 
by his far-reaching propositions to 
join the United States in the largest 
steps of world peace. And in the 
Pan-American conference at Havana 
he resolutely decried the need of suspi- 
cions of this nation by our sister 
republics of the hemisphere and led 
a chorus of confidence that has been 
growing ever sitice. :

He Is a State’s Rights Man. 


It may be news to many readers 
of this column to be told that Judge 
Hughes is a confirmed and consistent 
state’s rights man. But the writer 
of this has long known .that fact. 
Eiven before he became the presiden- 
tial nominee of his party he made a 
notable address, while a justice of the 
‘Supreme Court, to the

' Hughes wrote the majority opinions in 


should. speedily have to create them. 
We now have them, with the advan- 
tages of historic background, and in 
mastering the serious questions of lo- 
cal administration we at least have 
the advantage of ineradicable senti- 
ments and cherished traditions. And 
we may well congratulate ourselves that 
the circumstances of the formation -of 
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a more perfect union have given us 
neither a confederation of states nor 
a single centralized government, but a 
nation—and yet a union of States, 
each autonomous in its local concerns. 
To preserve the esséntial elements of 
this system—without allowing State 
action to throw out of gear the requi- 
site machinery for unity of control 
in national concerns—demands the 
most intelligent appreciation of all the 
facts of our interrelated affairs and 
far more careful efforts in co-opera- 
tion than we have hitherto put, forth.”

Didn't Want to Run in 1916. , 


In the campaign of 1916. Judge 
Hughes was .criticized for reversing 
himself on the subject of judges in 
politics. He refused to enter into a 
preliminary canvass for the nomina- 


tion, saying that “a judge of the Su- | 
preme Court should not be available, | 


although he may be nominally eligible 
for elective office,” 

Replying to some who insisted upon 
ndvocating his nomination, he said: 
“More important than the present po- 
litical contest, however large it looms 
at present, is the perpetuating of the 
organic institutions of the republic,” 
by which he meant the aloofness of 
the Supreme Court from partisan en- 
tanglements., 

In. a letter to Rabbi Wise, of New 
York, he further said: ‘I hope that 
as a justice of the Supreme Court I 
am rendering public service and may 
continue to do so for some years, 
but the Supreme Court must not be 
dragged into politics, and no man is 
as essential to his country’s well-being 
as is the unstained dignity of the 
courts,” 

He had in mind such cases as those 
of Justice John McLean, Chief Justice 
Chase and Justice Field, all of whom 
had been active presidential aspirants 
while holding onto their seats in the 
Supreme Court. So when the nomi- 
nation was forced upon him, Justice 
Hughes resigned that same day.

Wanted the Frank Case Reviewed. 


It may be recalled by members of 
the Atlanta and state bar that Judge 
Hughes, joined by Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, dissented from the ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court which re- 
fused to review the famous Leo Frank 
case. The majority opinion was that 
the trial in the Georgia court “was 
in’ a court of competent jurisdiction, 
and it retains jurisdiction, although in‘ 
fact, it was dominated by a mob, and 
that the rulings of the state court 
as to the fact of such domination can- 
not be reviewed.” 

Judge Hughes wrote that “Mob law 
does not become due process of law by 
securing the assent of a_ terrorized 
jury.” He held that a federal court 
can review a state court as to its 
facts when wrong, and said: “It is 
our duty to act upon them (the facts) 
now, and to declare lynch law as 
little valid when practiced by a regu- 
larly drawn jury, as when adniinis- 
tered by one elected by a mob intent 


on death,” 


* . * 


Thinks Highly of a Court’s Duty. 


Judge Hughes is a “strict construc- 
tionist” both as to the constitution 
and as to the proper function of the 
courts from the lowest to the highest. 
In one of his notable Supreme Court 
opinions he said: 


With the mere policy, expediency, 
justice of legislation the courts in 
system of government hare no 
concern. 
the law is, not what, in their judgment, 
it ought to be, leaving the responsibility for 
legislation where it exclusively belongs, 
that is, with the legislative department, so 
long as it keeps within constitutional lim- 
its. 


That is ancient and sound doctrine 
the strong insistence upon which is 
profoundly needed right now.

ence could not end before March 1. 


While the conference sitting as a 
committee of the whole tomorrow re- 
sumes the task of harmonizing the 
conflicting global and category ton- 
nage systems, another important sub- 
ject being dealt with informally by 
American, British and Japanese dele- 
gations is an agreement for reduction 
in capital ships which may be an- 
nounced within a few days, but is, 
contrary to reports, only a tentative 
arrangement at present. ; 

By this general arrangement, which 
is anticipated as one of the foregone 
accomplishments of the London con- 
ference, the five-five-three ratio of 
capital ships between the three powers 
most interested in them would be uti- 
lized five years sooner than planned. 

The plan under consideration is to 
scrap five British battleships, three 
American and one Japanese, thus leav- 
ing America and Great Britain 15 
each afd Japan 9, bringing the 5-5-3 
ratio into being immediately. Colonel 
Stimson, in a message broadcast to the 
United States January 28, pointed out 
that the chief economy for the Amer- 
ican people as a result of the Lon- 
don conference would be in _ battle- 
ships, as the United States faces an 
expenditure of $200,000,000 on these 
floating fortresses in the next six 
years and $400,000,000 in the six 
thereafter. 

A. V. Alexander, first lord of the 
admiralty, presented the British side 
of this costly battleship picture by 
lannouncing in the commons a few 
days later that Britain could save 52,- 
000,000 pounds (about $260,000,000) 
in ie Age _ years by declaring a 
battleship holiday. .

Ancient Spanish 
Shield Unearthed: 


At Five Points 


An ancient shield, presumably from 
200 to 250 years old and thought to 
have belonged to some Spanish war- 
rior in the days when they passed 
through Georgia, was unearthed at 
Five Points Wednesday, and conjec- 
ture has it that there is a possibility 
of its having been the personal prop- 
erty of one of De Soto’s men. 

Workmen digging for the founda- 
tion of the new First National Bank 
struck the relic of the past, which 
has been buried in clay 40 feet below 
the surface of the ground for these 
many years. The shield is of cast 
iron and is heavily ornamented with 
figures of knights, jousts and other 
embellishments popular during De 
Soto’s time. 

Experts state that the process of 
making cast iron was not discovered 
until 300 years ago and therefore the 
shield cannot be older than that. The 
warrior’s implement weighs 14 pounds. 
At the top is a Madonna head, and at 
the bottom is a lion’s head with horns, 
possibly a knight’s coat of arms.

But it is now pretty well agrecd 
that no installment payments should 
continue beyond the life of the goods 
purchased. In fact, a safe rule is to 
have payments arranged in such a 
way that the seller maintains an 
equity of 30 to 40 per cent in the 
goods at all times until finally pay- 
ments are made.

Cincinnati gave Adolfo Luque, vet- 
eran Cuban pitcher, to Brooklyn in 
an even trade for Douglas McWeeny, 
a big pitcher with a world of “stuff” 
but weak in control last year. 
_Alert observers along the baseball 
rialto were surprised that Durocher 
could be waived out of the American 
league. The Springfield (Mass.) boy 
hit only .246 for New York last sea- 
son but he was regarded as the best 
fielding shortstop in the business. He 
has played with the Yankees two sea- 
sons but has been the property of the 
club for four years, spending one year 
at Atlanta and another at St. Paul 
on option. 

He is only 24 years old but one of 
baseball's most gifted conversation- 
ists and famed from one end of the 
diamond to the. other as a “jockey” 
who makes himself objectionable © to 
opposing players by “riding” them. 

FAMOUS COMBINATION. 

If Durocher becomes a regular for 
the Reds the far-famed double play 
combination of Ford and Critz will 
be broken up. The Cincinnati short- 
stop and second baseman in 1928 as- 
sisted the Reds in making a reeord of 
194 double plays. Critz is regarded 
by many experts as.the best fielding 
second baseman in baseball. 

The trade between Cincinnati and 
Brooklyn involves two pitchers who 
were ineffective last year. Luque, 
the only Cuban player in the majors, 
is nearing 40 years of age, but still 
1s a smart, resourceful pitcher. Me- 
Weeney, who is only 31 years old, is 
a big fellow who had a, good year’ in 
1928 but never could get started in 
1929: Luque last season participated 
in 32 games, winning 5 and losing 16. 
His average earned runs allowed per 
nine inning game was 4.50.

Decline in Commodities. 


There was a decline of 1 per cent 
during January in the average com- 
modity price compiled by Dun’s, mak- 
ing a decline of 5 per cent compared 
with a year ago with the ‘figure on 
February 1 the lowest for the date 
since 1922, or when prices were re- 
covering from the post-war deflation‘ 
starting in 1920. 

Before the post-war deflation start- 
ed from the May 1, 1920 high price 
level it was generally believed that 
there were not enough raw and fin- 
ished goods to go around. It was 
then a common practice of. business- 
men in order more than was actu- 
ally needed to make sure of getting 
absolutely mecessaryasupplies. Post- 
war deflation had not gone very far, 
however, before it was found that in- 


and finished goods there was a large 
over supply. The losses that then 
had to written off in an peieed 
inventories is still fresh in mind. 


On the recovery from 1920 and 
1921 post-war deflation this country 
soon ran into mass production to 
keep down overhead and increase prof- 
its. Having in mind their costly 1920 
and 1921 inventory losses, manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and _ retailers 
turned to installment selling to find 
a market for increasing production. 
What this meant was that inventories 
were being carried by consumers in- 
stead of by manufacturers, wholesal- 


In the middle of last summer signs 
began to appear of overproduction. 
In some lines of industry overproduc- 
tion was in the hands of producers; 
in other lines overproduction could 
be traced back to the consumer who 
was wearing out or still paying for 
goods purchased on the installment 
plan. This combination brought 
about unemployment which in turn 
still further reduced buying power. 
Overproduction in a different form 
from 1920 is behind the recent down- 
ward trend in commodity prices.

CHEMICAL TARIFFS 
SLASHED BY SENATE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—()—The 
democrats and, republican independ- 
ents who, with few exceptions, have 
held the whip hand in the senate re- 
vision of industrial tariffs, succeeded 
today in slashing six chemical duties 
below the level of existing law, re- 
storing five levies to their present 
status, and cutting one proposed in- 
crease in half. 

The coalition suffered three re- 
verses, however, as the republican old 
guard, strengthened by half a dozen 
bolting democrats, came back to stem 
the tide of downward revision. 

The day proved one of the most 
dramatic and busiest of the . five 
months the senate has wrestled with 
the house tariff bill. Finished with 
more than 450 committee amendments, 
the first of the 15 rate sections of 
the measure was opened to individual 
changes, and they came thick and fast. 

Nine roll calls were required to 
settle as many disputes that would 
not down via the viva voce route. —

leaders that the minority party did 
not propose to “run wild” with redue- 
tion proposals but would confine its 
rate-cutting to articles where importa-

democrats maneuvered for a few ab-|

aspirin from 5 to 2 1-2 cents a pound. 

Ten republican independents lined 


up with the democrats for the reduc- 
tion. One democrat, Broussard, of 
Louisiana, voted against the cut. His 
colleague, Senator Ransdell, was op- 
posed on the first roll call, but was 
paired on the second. 

Other rates cut below existing law 
were those on boric acid, which was 
lowered from 1 1-2 to 1 cent a pound: 
acetone from 25 to 20 per cent; low- 
grade aluminum sulphate slight reduc- 
tion; collodion and other liquid solu- 
tions of pyrovylin from 385 to ; 
cents a pound; compounds of cellulose | 
known as vuleanized or hard fiber 
from 85 to 30 per cent.
